The bridge was considered perfect- 
ly safe. For weeks the great fields of 
ice had been coming down the river 
piiing up against the barrier until it 
was from 60 to 80 feet thick and un- 
der the influence of zero weather the | 
great mass had become firmly anchor- 
ed to the shore, The jam was about 
1,000 feet in length and in some places 
a quarter of a mile in breadth, For 
two weeks it had offered safe passage 
te the hardy and today an immense 
crowd of excursionists came to view 
the winter wonder of the river, Had 
the accident happened an hour later 
in the day ,hundreds would have lost 
their lives for the crowd was moving 
into Prospect Park in the elevators 
that run down the cliff for the pur- 
pose of venturing out upon the ice. 
Baried in Whirlpool 
Somewhere deep in the great whirl- 
pool tonight sleeps the man partially 
identified as Mr, Stanton, who twice 
put aside chances of rescue in order 
to remain with his terror stricken 
wife and who in the shadow of death 
spurned assistance fer himself and 
attempted to bind about the woman's 
body a rope dangling from the lower 
steel arch bridge And the lad, Bur- 
rell Heacock was cast in the same 
mould. Had he not turned back on 
the ice to give assistance to the man, 
he too, might have made to the shere. 
On the bridge at the time it tore free 
from the shore besides these three 
were Monroe Gilbert, of this city; 
Igantius Roth of Cleveland, Heacock’'s 
companion; William Hill, an old river- 
man, and an old unidentified Italian. 
Hill’s shack was nearest tc. the Ameri- 


can shore. When he heard the grind- 
ing and crashing of the ice he ran 
lLa- 


at top speed towards the others, 
blonde gave them warning that safe- 
ty Hed in that direction. Gilbert and 
the Italian had followed their lead. 
But the others became alarmed by 
the time they had regained their 
composure the bridge was moving 
fast down the river, 
Started for Shore, 

The man and weman started first 
towards the American shore, but they 
were stopped by a lane of open water, 
Back then they rushed towards the 
Canadian side but turned about again 
and made for ithe American side. 
When hardly more than fifty yards 
from the rocky shcwe, the woman fell 
on her way, utterly exhausted.

As the wo- 
man fell the man strove to get her 
to hen feet again and tried to drag 
her along the ice, calling for assist- 
ance to whom were nearest her, This 
cust him. hig life. Both. struggled 
along over the hummocks of ice going 
close to the Open water at the Cana- 
dian end of the jam. There were 
men on the shore ready “o give him 
assistance, Lablonde, Hill, Williams, 
Sook and Supt. Harry King of the 
Ontario: Power Co, being among them, 
They were stationed at the bottom of

street, Niagara Falls, Ont. Roth was 
afraid to trust himself to the icy 
waters, Lablonde jumped out to the 
field of ice with a rope and half drag- 
ged the boy ashore. 

‘Thousands of people stood watching 
breathlessly the tragedy enacted in 
the deep ravine below them, 

After getting Roth safely ashore the 
men made an effort to reach the other 
three on the ice floe. Ata paint about 
a hundred feet below the upper steel 
bridge the ice fleld broke in two great 
fields, One section went towards the 
American side and anchored on the 
great rock near the side of the power 
house, The moving floe with the three

LETHBRIDGE CITIZENS 
COMPLAIN OF. DELAY 


Board of Trade Backed by Legal 
Profession Ask Government for 
Jand Titles Office at Lethbridge— 
Business Has to Be Done at Cal- 
gary which Causes Delay and In- 
convenience—Deputation Waits on 
Premier, ° 


Lethbridge citizens have been re- 
newing their efforts to get a land 
titles office established there. At 
present all the business has to be 
done through the office at Calgary 
and it ig complained that much delay 
is caused in consequence. Dr, Stewart 
M.P.P, Lethbridge City, has been | 
making a light to get an appropria- 
lion made this session, and his efforts 
are being backed by {tife Lethbridge 
Board of Trade and the Law Society 
of that city. At a recent meeting of 
the benchers it was decided to pray 
the government to establish at Leth- 
bridge a land titles office and a reso- 
lution to that effect was torwarded 
to the government. The members of 
the legal profession state that mat- 
ters going (vu Calgary for registration 
are left lying on the table for at 
least fourteen days before they are 
dealt with, as a result of which the 
barristers are greatly inconvenienced, 
particularly in their conveyancing 
departments, 

The Lethbridge Board of Trade at 
a meeting the other day appointed a 
deputation to wait on the govern- 
ment at Edmonton to put the case 
before them. Yesterday 8. J. Shep- 
herd, on behalf of the Board of 
Trade, accompanied by Dr. Stewart, 
interviewed the Hon. A. L. Sifton, 
who stated that no change in regard 
to additional land offices could be 
made this year. 

It is claimed that a land titles of- 
fice at Lethbridge would serve a very 
large area of southern Alberta, In 
view of the new legislation before the 
house requiring the registration of 
all real estate plans at a land titles 
office, the business to be dealt with 
at Calgary will be still further in- 
creased, 

The real estate bill will probably 
be the cause of the establishment of 
Jand titles’ offices in various parts of 
the province at present inadequately 
served by the existing offices,

Yuan Shi Kai is opposed to the trans- 
fer of the capital to Nanking but 
there appears to be a close under- 
standing between the Imperial pre- 
mier and the Republicans who have 
again offered him the. presidency. 
The fact that the abdication of the 
throne has been decided upon is not 
known to the general public in Pe- 
king and the successfy] manner in 
which the transition is being, effected 
leaves total apprehension of dis- 
turbances. 

Many of the imperial princes are 
leaving Peking. Prince Kung, leader 
of the Mongolian anti-abdicationists, 
and Prince Sue of the board of de- 
pendencies have gone to Manchuria.

Resolution Introduced in the House 
Regretting the Action of Some of 
of Members Who After Voting for 
Reviprocity Spoke Against It. 


Regina, Feb, 2-—The first step to- 
wards what promises to be in every 
Way most interesting and exciting de- 
bate in present session of legislature 
was taken today when J. D, Stewart 
of Cannington, gave notice of resolu- 


tion dealing with question of recl- 
procity, ° 
The resolution regrets that dispite 


the unanimous vote of the legislature 
in favor of reciprocity at last session 
some of the members ‘afterwards 
spoke against the measure, thus low- 
ering the dignity of the assembly. It 


also reaffirms its adherence to the 
proposed reciprocal agreement. 
A resolution has also been igtro- 


duced and has received the unanim- 
ous consent of the House that in the 
opinion of this House the Govern- 
ment should take such steps as may 
be necessary to obtain full informa- 
tion respecting, (a) The feasibility 
and cost of development and trans- 
mitting electric power generated at 
the coal fields in Saskatchewan; (b) 
The most economical form and man- 
ner jn which Ignite coal may be used 
as a fuel for domestic purposes.

VANCOUVER POLICE 
BREAK UP THE CROWD 


Widely Advertised Demonstration of 
the Industrial Workers of the 
Worid in the Coast System Proved 
to be a Well Staged Farce, 


Vancouver, Feb. 4——-The widely 
advertised demongtration of the in- 
dustrial workers of the world turned 
out today to be a well staged farce. 
Last Sunday there was quite a riot 
when a lot of heads were broken 
by policemen’'s batons but today the 
attempt of the I, W, W. to carry on 
an open meeting in Powell street 
grounds, a five acre park near the 
centre of the city was a dismal fall- 
ure even from the spectators’ stand- 
point 

Fifteen thousand people gathered 
in the blocks surrounding Powell 
grounds in the centre of which at 
two o'clock two orators took their 
places on soap boxes, Fifity officers in 
uniform and twenty mounted men 
appeared within five minutes after 
the commencement of the first 
speech, Ail lined up a short distance 
from the speaker who was supported 
by about a score of lis friends. 

The fifteen thousand sightseers 
moved so far away that they were 
out of the range of the speaker's 
voice, Just as the latter was rehears- 
ing the victories of free speech rince 
the world began one warning to 
move Wag given by the police who 
were immediately afterwards order- 
ed to charge. The score surrounding 
the soap box orator seattered in all 
directions, only two or three staying 
close encugh to be struck and laid 
«ut by the policemen’s batons. With- 
in half a minute the blue coats were 
in possession of the field, many hats 
lving where the owners had lost 
them in the rush to get away.

Cab Driver Are Tied to Steam 
Pipes and Relieved of Their Cash 
—Robber Wore a False Moustache

hold-up man, who seems to have had 
all the ingenuity of the ‘stage robber, 
held up Dean Hightower, night clerk 
of the Hotel Cecil, and R, Dunn, a 
city taxi-cab driver, secured a 25 
ruby ring and about $53 in cash and 
made his get-Away.
